Restitution of the money Illegally taken 
from property owners is now demanded of the 
city council and the city officials by citizens 
and members of the Merchants’ club who 
caused the investigation of special assess- 
ment funds which has just been completed by 


‘Haskins & Sells. 


While the city officials estimate that $600,- 
000 will provide for all the liabilities the city 
will have to assume, there is an evident lia- 
bility for at least $2,000,000, and it is this 
that the citizens demand the city counci 
should provide for. | 

When the next budget fs presented to the 
council by the finance committee it is de- 
manded that it contain an appropriation from 
the general fund which will enable the con- 
troller to make restitution to property owners 
who were forced to pay the city’s bills. 


Restitution Will Take Time. 
In public benefits the city stands debtor to 
its citizens to the amount of $1,700,000, It is 
not expected that restitution can be made in 
one or two years, but it is demanded that at 
least $200,000 be set aside every year to take 
up these claims. 
By clearing itself of discredit in these im- 
provement matters the real estate authorities 
of the city believe that Chicago can regain 
what it lost in the neal estate investment 
world because of the juggling with money 
collected for street paving. 
In the demand that the city take steps to 


square itself financially many of the prom- |. 
ment organizations of the city join. Mem- 
ders of the Merchants’ club, under the direc- | 
tion. of which the first examination of the 


special assessment books was begun by the 
accounting firm, ask that prompt measures 
be taken to make returns to the property 
owners. 

Real estate men join in this, 
officials of the Municipal Voters’ league, 
Citizens’ association, Civic federation, and 
other organizations. j 

In answer to this request Controller Mc- 
Gann said yesterday that an effort would be 
made to have the next appropriation bill 
contain an appropriation for restitution. 

By correcting the evils in the old system 


of making improvements the city has dong 


something to restore confidence. Now by 
making full restitution to the property own- 
ers, who have been wronged, it is said that 
the effects of maladministration can be re- 


moved, 
„ Some Abuses Corrected. 

Many of the abuses have been correct- 
ed.“ said Alexander H. Revell, vice president 
of the Merchants’ club, which began the 
investigation that has resulted in the report. 
There may remain some minor ones in the 
system yet. . These also should be eradicated. 
The Merchants’ club, with every other patri- 
otic organization in the city, will request 
that the obligations which the report shows 
to exist be met. Whatever claims citizens 
have on Chicago should be paid. 

There has been no idea of attacking any 
administration or any person in wishing to 
have these special assessment accounts 
cleared up. Obligations have been found 
‘to exist. The city should meet these as 
promptly as possible. The Merchants’ club 
Has undertaken to discuss different phases 
of Chicago government this winter, and it 
will be encouraging to know that one venture 
of the club in this direction has borne fruit 
in the redemption of the city’s financial hon- 
esty.” 

City Should Pay Obligations. 

“The city should proceed at once,“ said 
Walter L. Fisher, secretary of the Municipal 
Voters’ league, to discharge its obligations 
to the property owners who have been de- 
prived of their money. Wherever it isshown 
that the city is morally responsible there 
should be an effort to meet this as rapidly as 
the finances of the municipality will allow.“ 


Ought to Mail the Checks. 

“Tt ought not to be yecessary for the 
claimants to present themselves at the city 
hall with their demands,” said Edgar A. 

croft. ‘‘ Checks should be sent to them 
as goon as the obligation is discovered. The 
city has many uses for money which have 
to be considered, but this debt represents 
money which was taken after the manner of 
a holdup man and should be refunded. I do 
not know whether all the abuses of the 
old special assessment system have been 
corrected or not, but I hope they have. If 
they have not the correction should be made 
immediately.” 

The debts of the city to its citizens rep- 
resent a corporate steal, said George E. 
Cole. This obligation should be one of 
the first to be met by the city. All the float- 
ing indebtedness should be funded and paid. 
There is no obligation more pressing than 
this of spectal assessments.” 

Realty Board to Make Demand. 

Six weeks ago, at a meeting of the real 
estate board, complaints were lodged by cer- 
tain members against the way in. which the 
board of local improvements carries on the 
work of that office. At the meeting the mat- 
ter was left in charge of the committee on 
special assessments, with instructions to re- 
port back to the board at the earliest mo- 
ment. George Birkhoff Jr. is the chairman 
ot thg committee, and the committee haa 
been hearing complaints and investigating 
them ever since. His report will be made at 
the coming annual meeting of the board, 
and a lively discussion ig promised. It is 
stated as likely that definte action will Bt 
taken by the beard and recommendations 
made for the amendment of the special as- 
sessment law and for changes in the adminis- 
tration of the department. F 

Shows Shameful Management. 

Robert E. Ismond. who is the only nominee 
for president of the board, says:

Dr. F. Burr Mallory of Harvard 
Surprises Medical World. 


OLD THEORIES ARE WRONG. 


Malady Has Origin in Animal Growth 
and Not Vegetable.

Boston. Mass., Dee. 14.—[{Special.]—Dr. 
Frank Burr Mallory of the Harvard Medical 
school will tomorrow night, at the Boston 
Society of Medical Sciénce, give a demonstra- 
tion of ‘the causes Of scarlet fever. He has 
conducted an investigation along lines not 
before followed by scientists, and has defi- 
nitely determined the organism which pro- 
duces the infection of scarlet fever. 


shows that infection in scarlet fever is by 
protozoa, and he traces the development of 
the disease through the successive stages of 
animal growth. That this disease is caused 
by animal and not vegetable organism is 
one of the features of the discovery. Another 
is the simMarity of the germ to that which 
causes malaria. Dr. Mallory will tomorrow 
night, by a series of lantern slides, show the 
development of the disease through the suc- 
cessive stages of animal growth. 


Closely Allied to Malaria. 


What medical men will be especially inter- 
ested in is the analogous character of proto- 
zca to those definitely determined as malaria 
organism. They are identical, but protozoa 
suggests “‘ marguerite’’ formation of malaria 
parasite. Protozoa is the lowest form of ani- 
mal life. They differ from bacillus in dis- 
eases like diphtheria in that the latter is of 
purely vegetable growth. As a pathologist 
Dr. Mallory succeeded where bacteriologists 
have failed to discover the cause of scarlet 
fever. 

The disease has been studied closely by 
physicians for years, owing to its especially 
infectious character. Efforts to discover the 
real @ause failed because all went on the 
theory that it had vegetable origin. 


How Discovery Was Made. 

During the work of Dr. Mallory as first 
assistant to the visiting pathologist of the 
Boston city hospital, he had a splendid chance 
to study the disease. He found a well defined 
organism in successive cases and so {[dentical 
that he was able to trace it back to protozoa 
in every instance. While he has traced them 
fully from the incipient stage to the full 
growth he is as yet unable to state whether 
there is any secondary organism or whether 
they grow in animals and are transmitted 
to man. . 

In malaria the protozoa ts divided into the 


(| asexual and the sexual, or secondary host. 


The asexual host is animal as it appears and 
multiplies in the human body and produces 
the subjective symptoms. 

e secondary host in malaria is protozoa 
‘of the character found in the mosquito or fly. 
or any insect which may infect man. It has 
deen established that the secondary host is 
as distinct as the asexua! organism. 

Dr. Mallory has discovered what may be 
terme the asexual protozoa of scarlet fever. 
The similarity of the parasite to that of ma- 
laria suggests the possibility of a secondary 
host of scarlet fever parasites as well.

BOLOGNA, Italy, Dec. 14.—A monarchical 
paper published here, which is considered 
to be generally well informed, says it has 
received news from a trustworthy source 
that the dowager Queen Margherita, during 
a fecent journey to Norway, contracted a 
morganatic marriage with an engineer 30 
years old. The queen dowager is 53 years of 
age. 

Denied at Rome. 
ROME. Dec. 14.—The report telegraphed 
from Bologna that the dowager Queen Mar- 
gherita during a recent journey to Norway 
had contracted a morganatic marriage with 
an engineer, 30 years old, is authoritatively 
denied. 

The engineer to whom the queen mother is 
alleged to have been married is named Ten- 
erand. He is over 50 years of age and 18

In the political 
quarrel between the vatican and the Italian 
government she made no secret that her 
sympathies were with the church.

FED MAYOR ON BOTTLE 


Carter Harrison Hypnotized. 


YARN IS NOT VERIFIED. 


John J. Carlisle, Under Arrest, De- 
scribes Alleged Seance. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special.J— 
John J. Carlisle, who claims he is a nephew 
of former Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle 
and who is charged with grand larceny in 
Minneapolis, stated today that he had 
learned the hypnotic art, and then told a 
boastful’ yarn about how he hypnotized 
Mayor Carter Harrison in Minneapolis last 
summer and made the mayor take milk from 
a baby’s nursing bottle. é 

According to this story Carlisle went to 
Minneapolis fairly well off financially, but 
by injudicious playing of races reduced his 
resources to a minimum. Just at this time 
there appeared in the Minneapolis papers 
the advertisement of a man whom Carlisle 
describes as an expert hypnotist, asking for 
a partner in a school to teach hypnotism by 
mail in twenty lessons for $25 a term. 

Much Profit at First. 

In the language of Carlisle, “ for some time 
there seemed be plenty ‘ suckers,’ but when 
we had about $3,000 apiece the income began 
to slacken. I had learned the art so well 
that when Mayor Carter Harrison of Chicago 
came to Minneapolis last summer I was able 
to put him under my hypnotic influence, and 
told him he was an infant. I gave him a 
baby’s suckling bottle, put him in an attend- 
ant’s lap, while I and several other members 
of a fashionable club enjoyed the novel 
spectacle of seeing Chicago’s stalwart mayor 
sucking a baby bottle and cooing in baby 
prattle.“ 

When Carlisle found his revenue cut off he 
suggested advertising for a third partner. 
This was done, and Miss Clarice Heebner re- 
sponded. She was referred to Carlisle, who 
vouched for the integrity of his partner. Of 
‘the $500 obtained from Miss Heebner $100, 
says Carlisle, was spent in additional adver- 
tising, but without adequate return. ; 

Hypnotizes His Bride. 

At this juncture he determined to use his 
hypnotic power to make a coup d'état. He 
had met Miss Bonnie Hinkle, the stepdaugh- 
ter of a wealthy lumberman, M. J. Scanlon. 
He induced: her, says Carlisle, at a social 
function to submit to his hypnotic influence, 
In a few days by hypnotic suggestion he in- 
duced her to run over to St. Paul and marry 
him.

“ Andy Craig, saloonkeeper, First ward 


democratic politician, professional bondsman, 
and confidant of pickpockets and women 


thieves, Jost his saloon license at the order of 
Mayor Harrison yesterday. The mayor acted 


on the recommendation of the council graft 
committee. 


After Mr. Harrison had blotted his signa- 


ture to the Craig order, he wrote his name at 
the bottom of a similar order revoking the 
license of John T. Rafferty, whose saloon is at 
128 Harrison street, across the alley from the 
police station, This was also on the recom- 
mendation of the council committee. 


An hour after the orders were signed they 
were served on the saloon men. When the 
notice reached Craig's saloon, the Tivoli,” 


at 388 State street, the place was well filled 
with men and women. Within half an hour 
these had been turned into the street, the cur- 
tains drawn, and business suspended. 


“I am going to fight this order,“ declared 


Rafferty, while he was making arrangements 
to close. 


** I don’t believe the mayor has any 
grounds for this. III close now, but I may 
open again, and make them close me up.” 


Both Saloons Are Denounced. 


The committee recommendation was de- 
cided on at an executive session of that body 
at noon, and was transmitted to the mayor 
a few hours later. In the communications 
both saloons were branded as “ the resorts 
of disreputable persons,“ and the proprietors 
were accused of having “ interfered with the 
administration of justice in the “Harrison 
street police court.” In the case of Crhig, the 
** disreputable persons were enumerated as 
“ pickpockets, thieves, women, confidence 
men, and other law breakers.”” Rafferty’s 
objectionable patrons were described as 
“ priftcipally thieves and confidence men. 


McWhorter’s License Is Revoked. 


Earlier in the day, on the recommendation 
of Chief O'Neill, the mayor. revoked the 


saloon license of Frank McWhorter. pro- 


prietor of the Calumet café, 8865 Cottage 
Grove a . ting the wineroom 
ordinance. @ mayor on Saturday had 
called on the chief for a report on the recent 
experience of Mamie Gilbert, a 16 year old 
girl, who after dinner with Claude Johnson 
alone in a private dining room at the Calu- 
met, at which drinks were served, was taken 
in a cab to Washington park, where she 
escaped from her captor. 

Other fruits of the council committee in- 
vestigation yesterday were the suspension by 


Detective Edward E. Martini, who were ac- 
cused of extortion before the graft commit- 
tee on Friday. The chief also prepared te 
prefer charges against these men before the 
trial board.

Can Still Be a Bondsman. 


„Will this order in any way interfere with 


Craig’s operations as a bondsman at Harri- 


son street?“ the mayor was asked. 

“Why should it?” returned Mr. Harrison. 
I don’t understand that Craig has any more 
rights around Harrison street station than 
ahy other man. Any man who can schedule 
enough real estate to make his bond good 
has as much right to go on bonds at Harri- 
son street as Craig. Simply because Craig 
may run a disorderly saloon*does not de- 
prive him of his rights as 4 citizen to go 
on bonds so long as there are no forfeitures 
against him.” 

But the committee reports that he and 
Rafferty interfered with the courts at Har- 
rison street? was suggested. 

That's a matter for the grand jury if it 
is so,” Said the mayor. This thing of re- 
voking Craig's license is no new thing to me, 
I did it twice before.” ‘ 

Craig in Trouble Before. 

The records of the mayor’s office show that 
Craig’s license for a saloon at 174 Custom 
House place was revoked on Dec. 22, 1897, 
and was restored two days later. 

I restored that ficense because Craig and 
his friends came and promised that he'd be 
good and run an orderly place, explained the 
mayor. 

Craig's good behavior was evidently short 
lived, for on July 11, 1808, his license was 
again revoked. On Aug.8, 1808, he was granted 
a restoration and removed to 406 State street, 
whence he removed to his present’ place of 
business. Against Rafferty, who opened his 
present saloon, after resigning from the 
police force ten years ago, there is no revoca- 
tion entry on the records, 

Great Victory for Committee. 

The closing of Craig’s place is considered 
by the friends of law and order to be one 
of the greatest victories of the council com- 
mittee. The evidence presented to the com- 
mittee by Detective John J. Risdon of the 
Chicago and Western Indiana railroad and 
Lieut. Johr Hanley of the Chicago avenue 
station of the character of Craig's patrouage 
is believed to have forced the action of the 
executive. The evidence of violations of the 
midnight closing ordinance has been in the 
mayor's hands for over a week, and thas of 
the character of the place was transmitted to 
him, the members of the-commitiee say, last 


Friday. 
Resort of Many Criminals. 

Here is the recommendation on which the 
Craig order was based: ; 

“From the evidence it appears that for 
years Craig’s place has been a resort of dis- 
reputable persons, pickpockets, thieves, wom- 
en, confidence men, and law breakers gen- 
erally. The evidence further shows that 
Craig has interfered with the administration 
of justice at the Harrison street police court. 
The committee recommends that you revoke 
Craig’s saloon license at 388 State street.” A 
similarly worded recommendation was made 
as to Rafferty, both of which were signed by 
Chairman Herrmann of the committee. 


O'Neill Reports on Calumet. 

In his recommendation that the Calumet 
license be revoked Chief O'Neill recites in 
brief the experiences of Miss Gilbert, as re- 
lated by her to Detective Clifton R. Wool- 
dridge. and later to the chief personally. The 
part relating to violations of the wineroom 
crdinance which prohibit¢ the serving of 
drinks in an inelosed private dining room

Says Corners“ Are Wrong. 

Referring to corners,“ which practically 


are sanctioned by board of trade rules, al- 


though illegal according to a statute ef this 


state, Mr. Crosby refers to the growing dis- 


position to decide cases of disputes between 

members arising from corners according 
to principles of equity rather than to permit 
the board of trade itself to be the Anal arbiter.

The frequency of corpers 
ang of manipulation of prices which suggest cor- 
ners on our board during the last ¢ighteen month» 
have not only seriously restricted our volume of 
businese but they must have-operated strongly 
to disincline those engaged in the grain and pro- 
vision trade all over the world from using our .
